It professes to con- 
trol not only the lower Amur, but 
all the maritime provinces, but 
only the presence of the Japanese 
has mgde that control effective. | 

The Chita government, other- 
wise, the Far Eastern republic, 
and Moscow alike profess to be- 
lbeve that the Japanese are in 
league with Gen. Diedrichs on the 
one hand and Chang Tso Lin on 
the other, to get Diedrichs and his 
Whites, together with all the 
munitions, into Manchuria before 
the Reds take possession of Viadi- 
vostok. This theory, however, is 
pronounced without foundation by 
the Japanese government. Speak- 
ing through Vice-Minister Hani- 
hara that government lets it be 
known that it has no part in the 
agreement and that it does not be- 
lieve Diedrichs and Chang Tso Lin 
can make it effective. 

The Japanese began their evacu-

tional rights and was therefore a 
privileged communication.
